Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 20, filed 03/01/201 0, with respect to 
claims 28-59 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
1 1/04/2009 has been withdrawn. 

2. The Examiner would like to point out, however, that the rejection was 
based upon a 102(e), not a 102(b), but further that the Applicants are correct in 
assessing the date of the reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 28-59 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The only art which could possibly read upon the claimed subject matter, 
that is Rodriguez et al, (Journal of Organometallic Chemistry 692 (2007) 705- 
708, hereinafter Rodriguez) does not constitute prior art because it is published 
in 2007, whereas the effective filing date of the instant application is in the year 
2003. Furthermore, no other art could be found regarding the subject matter of 
ring-opening and/or redistribution or equilibration polymerization of 
polyorganosiloxanes in the presence of a carbene catalyst.
